number of students in a building crowd- 
ed to the limit with 700 pupils hut he is 
doing it at no greater cost than was re- 
quired for the 700. . 


The superintendent 
of schools must 


first of all be an executive and an organ- 
izer. 
He must be. as a member of t he- 


board of education recently said, a har- 
moni7,er who can amalgamate the. districts, 
the 
grade 
schools, 
the 
junior .high 


schools and the senior high school into a 
smooth working 
u n i t ; 
he inn fit bring 


about a coordination between the districts 
and must dovetail t h e plan of education 
in grade. Junior and senior high schools. 
To do this he must be an executive, an or- 
ganizor and a diplomat. 


Mr. Rasey is all of these. 
He has 


proved his ability. He has made a study 
of educational executive problems and 
probably knows more about Applcton 
schools and Appleton school conditions 
than any other man in this city. 


Selection of a superintendent of schools 


should bo made solely on the basis of 
tried and proven efficiency. 
The educa-
